I am asking you to appeal to the employees at the Titeflex Metal 
Hose Company for contributions to help defray the expenses of the bus, 
the cost is $29.00 each time the trip is de. If your co-workers are 
interested and make any donstione, I will see ò it thatithe Soldiers 
are informed by on announcement that the bus was provided by you people. 
The funds are in my ge ond I promise you, they will be used for 
nothing but the program for the Soldicre. 


I em going to ask our two Negro Woeklica to cerry a weekly account 
of funds donated and money spent. Thenking you very much for your 
cooperation. Will appreciate hearing from you as soon as possible.
